W HEREAS it is expedient to amend tlie Law with respect Preamble, 
to certain Houses in Ireland (commonly called “ Beer- 
houses”) licensed for the Sale of Beer to he drunk or 
consumed elsewhere than on the Premises where sold ; Be it there- 
fore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as 
“ (Ireland) Act, 1861.”

2. This Act shaU come into operation on the Mrst Bay of July Commence- 
One thousand eight hundred cmd sixty-four. 



3. Erom and after the Commencement of this Act it shall not be Excise 
15 lawful for any Officer of Excise in Ireland to grant a licence or 

Tmnsfer of a Licence for the Sale of Beer to be drunk or consumed LifenJl or 
elsewhere tlian on the Premises where sold, to any Pei’son applying 
for such Licence or Transfer of a Licence, or to grant a Renewal of witho^ Cer- 
any such Licence as aforesaid to any Person applyhiff for such ^j^cateof

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2 Beerhouses- (Ireland). 

Eenewal without such Person producing a Certificate signed hy

reference to his Licence, it shall be lawful for the Justice or 
Justices before whom such Complaint shall be brought to require 
such Person to produce his Licence before such Justice or Justices 
for Examination; and if such Person shall wilfully neglect or 10 
refuse so to do, he shall forfeit and pay for such Offence such Sum 
not exceeding Mr>e Bounds, as the said Justice or Justices shall 
think proper. 

10 . It shall be lawful for the Justice or Justices before whom 
the Case shall be heard to mitigate the Penalty annexed by this 15 
Act to any Offence, so as such Mitigation shall not in any Case 
reduce such Penalty to less than One Foivrtk thereof^ and tlie Cause 

of such Mitigation shall be set forth upon such Conviction. 

11. All Proceedings for the llecovery of Penalties iuemred imder 
tills Act and the Appearance of any Witness, and the Hearing and 20 
Determination of all Complaints under this Act, shall be subject 

in all respects to the Provisions of the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 
1851, as the same is amended by “The Petty Sessions Clerk 
(Ireland) Act, 1858,” when the Case shall be heard in any Petty 
Sessions District, and to the Provisions of the Acts relating to the 26 
Divisional Police Offices, when the same shall be heard in the Police 
District of Dublin Metropolis, so far as the said Provisions shall be 
consistent with this Act ; and when any Pine or Penalty is imposed 
under the Provisions of this Act, such Pines , and Penalties shall be 
paid over to such Pm*poses, and applied in such Manner as is pro- 30 
vided by the “ Pines Act (Leland), 1851,” or any Act amending
